An annusl summary of the grading of soybean (pages 2~3) and flaxseed (page 4) 
receipts, prepared jointly by the Extension Service and the Production and 
Marketing Administration. The grains covered by this report were graded 
according to the official grain standards of the United States. 


The special grade for Weevily Soybeans may be summarized as follows: 


Soybeans that contain two or more live weevils, or 1 live weevil and 10 
or more other insects, or 25 or more other insects alone, in a 1,000-gram 
portion of the original sample is graded weevily.
